There is a feeling ^ the minas^Jof 
ratepayers that our Civic affairs have 
fallen into hands too weak or too dis- 
honest to insure their i^roper manage- 
mout. The belief is gaining ground, 
as well, that the Aot investa the Cor- 
poratiou with too much ■ power; that 
the maximum rate at which real estate 
may he taxed is too high; that with 
tiie Mayor should not rest the^ sole 
authority of granting licenses; that 
the appointment and control of the 
Police should not bo vested in the 
Corporation; and that the books of 
the Corporation should bo subject to 
supervision by an auditor appoiutod 
by the Provincial Government. With 
this feeling we are in full accord. The 
Mayor, under the Act, is invested with 
what we do not hesitate to character 
izQ as extraordinary powers. lu somo 
of the duties entrusted to him ho is as 
yo6<jlfate-as Cassar. Ho has more 
jjb'wer than the Governor. The 
Mayor may perform several im 
portanfc duties without cousultiu 
anyone; but the Governor can do no 
thing without the advice of the Gov 
ernment. So far as the range of hi 
reisponsibility aud authority go 
therefore, the Mayor is a great 
jSi.V'fjman than the Governor 
Setti'nRrthe population of the Province 
at is'.OOO and thut of the City at 5,500, 
wo may say that the Mayor and Council 
rule absolutely over, ouo third of the 
■populution without responsibility to any 
one. We doubt if power equal to that 
exeroisod by the OorporaUoa of Victoria 
■/is enjoyed by any qther; Corporation on 
the face of the earth. These powers were 
' wrung from the lata Government by fcen 
wilp'■■B^^obeeded in making; Ministers bo- 
lie^tbftt " should their demnnda not bo 
met the City would return Oppoaition 
members at the last general election. As 
the poBseBsion of office was placed above 
every other consideration save the emolu- 
ments attaching thereto by the Walkein 
' GrOTernment, they surrendered into the 
hinda of the Corporation powers that 
should have been retained by the Pro- 
vince. One instance only of the way in 
.which the late Government truckled toj 
Jhe Corporation need be cited. It 
is ^yelliknown, that the Province is the 
endorserof the yiotoria City Water De- 
•i .bflnturestotheBum of $160,000. This 
' endorsement was a proper and graceful 
• act on the part of the Provincial Govern- 
ment snd House. No city in the Pro- 
vince stood 80 badly in need of a good 
water supply as Victoria, and we be- 
lieve the guarantee was voted without a 
dissenting voice. But, having given se- 
curity for the repayment by the City of a 
sum of money so large, it became the 
duty of Mr. Walkem and his oolleagnes 
to reserve for the Vtoyinoe the ?ight to 
. suporyise^.tbe expenditure on water ac- 
"iipant in particular and of the City 
flnanoes in gensral. Nothing can bo 
"^iSrer than the proposition that, fihoukl 
3fV0ity become Dankrupt the Province 
W'li be called on to pay the 8150,000 for 
which she has become responsible. How 
important, then, was it that the Pro- 
Tinco should demand some secnrity 
ie her turn;— that she should have 
•obtained authority to make full and 
frequent audits of the aooonnts to satisfy 
the People of the Province that the 
finance^ of the City were being honestly 
and i economically adminietered!' Tl^oso 
...craven Ministers, however, bent only on 
securing the perpetuation of their power, 
were so remiss in their duty to the whole 
ProTincp that they failed absolutely to 
. take any' such precautions, and w« arc 
not surprised, tboreforo, at the uneasy 
feeling which haa very recently taken 
posBOBsion of tho public roiud of Victor- 
ia. Por a long time the attention of rate- 
payers has been diverted from paying 
'^lie attention to Civic matters they 
merited. But a recent overt act on the 
''"j^art of the Corporation— an act of uanr- 
upatton in the interest of the defunct 
'■.G(>veirnment— has directed attention to 
the Mayor and CoL;ncil, and made thom 
the objects of 8Us])icion and dislike to a 
largo majority of their follow-citiaons. 
Inflated with ill-goltou power, pulTed up 
with an orronoous impression of their 
own importance, and sighing liko Aloi- 
nndor for "other worlds to coni|uer," tiio 
"vaulting ambition" of tho Corporation 
- has "o'er leapt itself" and they will sure- 
ly "^fall on tho other side." Should "the 
publio mind continue in its present tem- 
per it ia only a question of time— and a 
very short time, too, — when there will bo 
as great a reform efTectod in the govorn- 
meot of this City as there has just been 
jn the government, of ths Province.

The writer appears to reply to "Par- 
ish Magazine" tho articles of which I 
have not seen — and am.jaot -.now. de- 
fending: ho appears also to have the 
acts of Parliament as bis finger ends. 

Premising that I have not access to 
the Acts to which 'E. M.' rofers. I will 
endeavour to give a connected view of 
the Church of England as I think 
popularly-jfeoeiyed,-;- > - v 

In cFause 3; *E:M:^' stfys 'that the 
Roman Catholic religion was universal 
throughout nil christian countries un- 
til 1520.' I do not know if the writer 
bad ever thought of Asia _ Minor and 
tho western part of Africa. But I 
remember reading of a certain Bishop 
Cyprian of Alexandria, and those of 
Antioch, Syria. Jerusalem etc., before 
a Koinan bishop was much thought of. 
ft was not till comparatively modern 
Limes a hundred years or 80 before, the 
Reformation.that Ilo'me began to arro- 
gate Bupi;(?Biaoy. 

Centuries before a Roman mission- 
ary appeared in Britain (about the Gth 
century) there was a christian church 
v'hich couldjhardly I suppose be called 
Roman Catholic. There were all ftlopg 
churches in Spain, France and Ger- 
many, not osf^onlially or ut all Romish; 
and also the Greek ChnrcLos. 
rhn Roman Catholic religion in the 
course of tiMO got corrupted by many 
and various superstitions and practices. 
I may mention a few of, these at. ran- 
dom : worship of "the Vil-gin Mary ; in. 
vocation of saints; worship of images 
technically to represent the departed; 
prayers for the dead; refusal of the 
cup to tho laity in the communion; 
transubtantiation or the Real Presence; 
the doctrine ofpurgatory. Amongfoolish 
practices, with others, praying in the 
Latin tongue ;tho swinging of inceMse; 
denying tho Holy Scriptures to the 
common people, and last thongh not 
least the s&l^ of Indulgences. ' When 
these last became wide spread a man 
named Martin Luther arose in Ger- 
many, at first a devout Roman Catho> 
lie, and commenced a religious cam- 
paign against Romish doctrine. 
Zwingler also started another sect. 
Calvin mai.aiBO bC' appfeW of. John 
Knox is not unknown outside of 
Great Britain. ' 

About the same time our Henry 
VIII. who far be it from rao to defend 
as a man, was given up to the indul- 
gence of his passions, in the pursuit 
of which he repeatedly committed 
murder; Henry YIII had a difi'erence 
with the Pope on a ' question of 
divorce. Not being successful, ho 
thought the opportunity favorable for 
freeing himself and the country from 
Papal domination and establishing 
tho new or rather "the old religion." 
But he by no moans initiated tho 
movement, it had been growing for a 
century or two. 

Let me now stop a moment and 
summarize. - 1 have-statedr 
l. There was a Gbristian religion 
not Roman Catholic, ages before Ro- 
mish bishops came into notice. 

2. We iu England had an English 
church, a branch of the Christian re- 
ligion, centuries before a Roman Ca- 
tholic missionary landed in England. 

3. That the Protestant religion was 
not initiated in England alone, but in 
other countries besides. 

4. Tiiat Heurj' abolished the mon- 
asteries, which richly deserved it in 
any case, and with the assistanco of 
his prelates,, "the true religion" as 
stripped of pernicious and orioneous 
doctrines "was brought back," 

During the short reign of Edward 
VI steps were taken to further confirm 
the old faith. 

Queen Mary followed. During the 
five years or so of this Queens' roien, 
a Queen of whom historians say that 
she had not one good quality but sin- 
cerity and that in a Dad cause, during 
her years 70,U00 people in England 
were Stanghtered, led to the stake t 
the scaffold for religion's sake. The 
fires of Smitbfield were never out. 
How is this to bo reconciled with the 
.stiitoniont of E. M. further on that 
"the cburcii of England ... re- 
quired the infliction, during more than 
half a century, of the most appalling 
tortures before it could be forced on 
the acceptanco of the people," when 
70,000 were niuidered by "Bloody 
Queen Mary" for conscience sako in 
upholding it. 

I should very much like to learn E. 
M's. auUiprity 'English/and a Protes- 
tant' for the stupendous statement 
that 'Good Queen Boss, murdered in 
0110 year solely for the purjiose of sup- 
porting this Church, more of her sub- 
jects than Buiterod death for all kinds 
of oft'oncea during tho roign of'Bloody 
Queen Mary.' 

I cannot further notice what comes 
between this last statement and 'E. 
jM's.' prior writing, except that tho 
usual struggle ensued, accordingly as 
tho Protestant or Roman Catholic 
clergy were in the ascendant. 
The most atrocious cruelties were 
perpetrated on both sides under 
tho name of religion — the bal- 
ance probably preponderating on 
tho side which enunciated tho practice 
'kill the body to save tho soul' — on 
tho side of that church under whose 
auspices flourished Ignatius Loyala 
and his Inquisition. Does the writer 
haply belong to the same side, who 
refers to such a man as our Cranmer, 
Olio of 'tho noblo army of martyrs,' in 
tlio terms of 'arch-apostato, murderer, 
perjuror, traitor and bigamist Cran- 
mer.''- --v K ■■ ■ - , 



'Where was your ■ religion before 
Henry the VIII.,' asked an impudent 
controversialist of good old Harry- 
Evelyn. 'Where your's never Wis,' in 
tho Bible,' replied he. 

But 'E. M.' once more says, 'when 
we find these prelates (Church of 
;England) claiming to ho appointed 
dejui^'divino and also that they are the 
successors of the Apostles, it is time 
to remind them that they are appoint 
ed by favor of the first Lord of the 
Treasury, and if they are Buccessora 
to any body they are so to Henry the 
VIII. and Cranmer.' 

'It is time to remind' 'E. M.' that 
he has said that the 'Church of Eng- 
land was founded by a schism from 
tho Church of Rome.' Admitting tho 
Btatei^entrioCiargument's sake, the se- 
ceder8"or iblne of them were duly or- 
dained clergy and transmitted by 
similar riteg, and ordination to their 
successors. Granted that tlie apostolic 
succession was unbroken till then; the 
inference is clear that it is unbroken 
till the present day. But I deny tho 
schism. On the contrary I say that 
in 1570 the Roman Catholic party fell 
from the Church of England in the 
unholy pursuit of authority and ava- . 
rice, and it was not till the 17th. cen 
tury that the first Roman Catholic 
Bishop was appointed, and he, the 
titular Bishop of Chalcedon; his few 
successors are schismatica to this day. 
I could quote tho direct lino of our 
ordinations from Peter and Paul 
downwards for a certain way. But I 
refrain. 

I wish to be distinctly understood 
as not making any attack on the Ro- 
man Catholic form of Christianity, 
except in self-defence. I am not, I 
repeat, upholding the 'Parish Maga- 
zine.' I grant to 'Reformed, Episco- 
palians' the full right to form a churcli 
of their own without carping or cavil 
on my part. I desire to form with all 
Christian sects an harmonious whplg 
in charitable courteousness. . Butr j. 
have thought it right to refute the 
'stupendous ignorance' of Church his- 
tory and tho tremendous statements 
made by the writer. And I regret 
that I cannot make my statements 
quite so conclusive as I might had I 
books to refer to.

London, Dec. 21st, 1873.— "Christ- 
mas comes but once a year,'" and God 
avert, for tho sake of the poor, that it 
should,x:ome here oftener.

Within the past ten days a clergyiflau 
of the Church of Engluud, in good 
standing, died of starvation, as°tho 
jury of his peer.s found upon- .thoir 
oaths. He had been accuBtonied,, to 
live, keeping up tho appearance of a 
goutlemau, ou sixteen cents a day. 
Tho suow, with its extra demand on 
him for fire, food and raiment, decid- 
ed the struggle and sent the poor soul 
up to its master, Christ. "Lord, when 
saw we thee an hungered and did not
